WASHINGTON (UPI)-Sgt. Maj.Wil­ 
liam E. Wooldridge and M.Sgt. William 
E. Higdon, 
pals and alleged partners 
in the NCO clubs scandal since 1962, re­ 
turned to their Army posts today facing 
the threat of possible criminal charges. 
Both still wore sergeant’s stripes. 
But senators who delved into their al­ 
leged financial shenanigans expressed 
confidence the Army, the Justice De­ 
partment or both would arrest them soon 
on criminal charges. 
Possible criminal prosecution also 
awaited 
three retired soldiers. One, 
former Army Provost Marshal Carl C. 
Turner, who served briefly as the Nix­ 
on administration’s chief of U.S. mar­ 
shals, was tabbed by Sen. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., as “ the crux” of the 
scandal. 
“ These hearings have produced tes­ 
timony which indicates a serious be­ 
trayal of public trust by a small number 
of men,” Ribicoff said, summarizing a 
seven 
month 
investigation 
and three 
weeks of testimony before his Senate 
permanent 
investigations 
subcommit­ 
tee. 
Army investigators accused Turner 
of squelching investigations of Woold­ 
ridge. 
Turner partially admitted it, al­ 
though 
he 
said he was motivated by 
a zealous aversion to “ witch hunts.” 
The 
others 
were 
sergeants with 
Wooldridge and Higdon at Augsburg, 
Germany, in the early 1960s. 
One, 
Seymour 
“ Sandy” Lazar, re­ 
tired in 1967 to become president 
of 
Maredem 
Co., 
a firm the sergeants 
allegedly 
formed to sell supplies to 
themselves as custodians of enlisted 
men’s clubs. The other, Narvaez Hatch­ 
er, retired a year later and runs a fish­ 
ing boat at Pensacola, Fla. 


* “ I’m 
still a soldier and I hope I’m 
going back to active duty,” Wooldridge 
told newsmen after pleading the Fifth 
Amendment 39 times. 
The Defense Department said Woold­ 
ridge was returning today to his post at 
the White Sands Missile Range, N.M. 
Higdon was sent back to Redstone Ar­ 
senal, Huntsville, Ala. 


Ribicoff

of 
the hearings sent to the Defense and

departments. “ The 
subcom­ 
mittee is confident appropriate action

Thousands of armed 
demonstrators 
seized 
government 
buildings 
in the 
northern Lebanese 
city of Tripoli to­ 
day in a day of street fighting with gov­ 
ernment troops. Israel warned the Arab 
world to stav out of Lebanon and Svria 
demanded 
that Lebanon “ sweep out its 
treasonable clique.” 
The Israeli-Egyptian air war blazed 
up again and Israel sent its planes against 
Egyptian 
missile sites on the east 
coast of the Gulf of Suez. Egypt retalia­ 
ted with a surprise raid on Israeli posi­ 
tions in the northern Sinai Desert, wound­ 
ing 11 soldiers. 
The Tripoli fighting was a grave threat 
to the government of President Charles 
Helou of Lebanon and came as a force 
of 200 guerrillas or Syrian troops mass­ 
ed on Lebanon’s borders with tanks and 
armored cars. 
Five persons were reported killed in 
Tripoli and a nearby refugee camp as 
the demonstrators 
stormed 
govern­ 
ment offices, police 
stations and a 
historic fort in the city center. 
The demonstrators said they would 
hold the building until the government 
meets four demands: 
-End the Lebanese army siege erf Arab 
guerrillas. 
-Withdraw the army from Tripoli. 
—Remove high - ranking army offi­ 
cers, apparently those responsible for 
the week-old clashes with Arab guer­ 
rilla forces. The army tried to prevent 
guerrilla attacks on Israel in fear 
of 
massive Israeli reprisal. 
—Arrest those responsible for repres­ 
sion of the guerrilla demonstrators last 
April and their recent crackdown in 
south Lebanon. 
Tripoli, with a population of 145,000 
is a hotbed of Arab nationalists and ex­ 
treme leftists, including Communists, 
and is usually the bellweather of Leba­ 
nese politics. 
The actions brought a warning from 
Israel that it could not stand idly by 
and see the government of Lebanon over­ 
thrown. Almost immediately Syria, in a 
statement from the office of President 
and Premier Noureddin A1 Atassi, said 
it 
would mount increasing pressure 
against 
Lebanon 
until 
that country 
adopts an active 
fighting role against 
Israel. 
“ We will increase our measures until 
Lebanon takes on a real Arab aspect, 
sweeps 
out its treasonable clique and 
takes its full role in the Arab battle for 
the liberation of occupied territory.” 
Lebanon, 
which is half Arab and half 
Christian, did not take part in the last 
three Arab wars with Israel. 
Heavy fighting also was reported in 
southern Lebanon between government 
troops and guerrillas including 200 re­ 
inforcements said to have poured into 
the area from Syria. Israeli 
troops 
also were fighting guerrillas and the 
Arabs 
said Israel had seized a border 
village, 
Lebanon imposed a strict curfew in its 
major cities to try to restore order but 
Palestinian 
refugees and a large group 
of unarmed supporters ignored it in re­ 
fugee camps on Beirut's outskirts where 
security forces were ousted in fighting 
Thursday.

The United Nations turned 24 
today with a somber obser­ 
vance born of the realization it 
faces a relentless series of 
crises 
headed by

onerous problem—the Middle 
East. 
"In all good conscience, I

anniversary is entirely a happy 
one,” 
said 
U.N. 
Secretary 
General Thant. 
Nevertheless, cities through­ 
out the world observed the day 
as U.N. Day. In the blue-and- 
gold General Assembly hall 
beside New York’s East River, 
the Royal Philharmonic Orche­ 
stra of London was summoned 


to serenade the occasion. 
The U.N. Charter took effect 
Oct. 24, 1945, when ratification 
signatures 
of 
the 
big 
five 
powers—the United States, the 
Soviet Union, Britain, France 
and Nationalist China—and 51 
other nations were delivered to 
Washington. 


As the 
U. N. membership 
grew, 
so did its problems. 
There are now 126 members. 
Besides the Middle East, the 
U.N. has acted in such crises 
as the Cyprus strife between 
Turks and Greeks, the India- 
Pakistan crisis over the Kash­ 
mir, the Communist guerrilla 
threat to Greece, the Indonesia-

confrontation, 
the 
Korean War and the chaos in 
the Congo which cost the life of 
former U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammarsskjold.

Los Olivos School District — 
mostly rural.

This is 35 per 
cent of the total assessed val­ 
ue. The five-year projected re­ 
duction is $2,500,000 out of a 
total of $5,000,000, or 50 per 
cent.

She indicated she felt that her 
Communism might make her 
more democratic in the class­ 
room anyhow since she suggest­

Mike Phipps: “ It's the Team. Not Me.”

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NEW YORK - (NEA) - On 
the 
day 
Purdue quarterback 
Mike Phipps was named the na­ 
tion’s back of the week for an 
outstanding Saturday of passing, 
his teammate, tight end Ashley 
Bell, saw him between classes 
and congratulated him. 
“ I threw ’em,’’ said Phipps, 
“ but you caught ’em.’’ 
Mike Phipps is a senior ma­ 
joring in industrial economics 
and has teen on the dean’s list 
and has made the all-Big Ten 
Academic 
team 
and he has 
learned something about psy­ 
chology in between the galaxy 
of numbers in the classroom 
and on the football field. 
When it is announced that 
Mike Phipps is the nation’s 
collegiate 
leader in total of­ 
fense, averaging something like 
eight 
yards 
per play, Mike 
Phipps says immediately, “ It 
was the team, not just me. I 
know and they know that if they 
do a good job, then I do a good 
job.” 
“ And we’ve been doing a good 
job. That’s why we’re off to a 
quick start when we weren’t sup­ 
posed to have anything.’’ 
Phipps understands that, as 
the team leader, he is much 
responsible 
for 
keeping the 
team as one. A team must stay 
together to play together. It 
would be quickly divisive if 
Phipps kept the publicity to him­ 
self.

Phipps. 
“ I read where Mike

Ex-coach Rafferty raps 
college football critics 
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SACRAMENTO (UPI)-State 
Superintendent 
of Public In­ 
struction Max Rafferty Wednes­ 
day denounced critics of college 
football as “ kooks, crumbums 
and commies .... hairy, loud­ 
mouthed beatniks.” 
Rafferty who as high school 
football coach ran up a 51-5 
won-lost record, told the North 
Sacramento Rotary Club foot­ 
ball is “ war—without killing.” 
“ They are the custodians of 
the concepts of the past,” he 
said of football players. “ They 
possess a clear, bright, fighting 
spirit, which is America itself.’ 
Rafferty was especially criti­ 
cal of Oregon State University 
students who brought pressure 
against

coach 
Dee 
Andros when he suspended a 
football player for refusing to 
shave his beard. 
He said the activists “ look 
and smell like they spent 10 
years in solitary confinement 
on Devil’s Island.” 
The university president was 
described as “ a bigger ass than 
the players” because, Rafferty 
said, he set up a commission to 
investigate charges that Andros 
was ‘insufficiently sensitive.’ 
“ The actions of these pseudo- 
intellectuals will lead to the 
destruction of this fine team,” 
he said. 
Rafferty said he would allow

or 
group to 
support a student on a football 


scholarship 
as 
long as the 
student did not reeeiv** prefer­ 
ential academic treatment. 
“ What’s wrong with some­ 
thing that permits the son of a 
coal miner to go to college?”

Driver Education cars can be 
College preparation procedure 
should begin in junior year 


If you’re an average junior at 
either high school, you might 
be confused by the mirade of 
information being thrown at you 
about college. You hear it over 
the daily bulletin, see it in the 
Teen Page and your 
school 
paper and your parents nag you 
about it. The intent of this ar­ 
ticle is to try to help clear up 
some of the difficult aspects of 
college and the necessities pre­ 
paratory to applying. 
First, there are the various 
aptitude tests, such as the 
PSAT, SAT and ACT. 
These 
abbreviations stand for: Pre­ 
liminary 
Scholastic Aptitude 
Test, the Scholastic 
Aptitude 
Test and the American College 
Test. The purpose of the tests 
is to measure the students know 
ledge in various fields. Some 
areas are: 
mathematics, En­ 
glish, vocabulary and science. 
The PSAT is for juniors only, 
and gives the student an idea 
of how he will fare on the tests 
to be taken in his senior year. 
Also, it lets him know his weak­ 
nesses so he may concentrate 
on bettering his bad points. It 
is good information to know but 
taking the test is not a necessity. 
The SAT and ACT are taken 
in the earlier part of the senior 
year. Most colleges require the 
scores from either or both of 
these tests when an application 
is sent in. 
The second question is how 
does one go about choosing a 
college. Some juniors may not 
feel it’s an important decision 


for them but the reason it is 
necessary is so that at the 
very beginning of the senior 
year, an application may be 
made. Most seniors find that the 
last year of high school goes 
so rapidly and there are so 
many other things to do that 
there is very little time to spend 
on a choice of college. 
Many things must be con- * 
sidered in the choice of a col­ 
lege. Location, cost, and class 
offerings are just a few items. 
The best source of information 
is a college guide, many of 
which are • available in your 
school’s counseling office. One 
of the most highly recommended 
is Lovejoy’s College Guide. 
These publications must be re­ 
tained in the counseling office 
but once you have selected some 
prospective schools, 
you may 
check out a manuel on that spec­ 
ific college. 
Most colleges don’t require 
and perhaps don't recommend 
that you chose a major until 
the middle of your sophomore 
year. Thus, when looking for a 
college it’s better to look at 
the overall program instead of 
one specific area. This allows 
the student to change his mind

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Land reform 


It has been said so many times that it has become a 
truism : 
The only way real peace can come to South Vietnam, 
peace that is neither Communist-dictated nor Communist- 
dominated, is to convince the mass of peasantry that they 
have a real stake in their government. And the only way to 
give them that state is to abolish the system of absentee 
landlordism by which a mere 16,000 wealthy South Viet- 
nemese own almost three million acres of the country’s 
fert le land. 
The land has been fertile in more ways than one. Sixty 
to 70 per cent of South Vietnam’s farmers do not own the 
land they till, and it is from their dissatisfied ranks that the 
ranks of the Viet Cong are replenished. 
Too often, following hard behind American soldiers after 
they have cleared an area of the Viet Cong, have come the 
landlords to reassume ownership and collect back rents. 
This is the reason that some parts of South Vietnam have 
had to be “ pacified” again and again in the long years of 
this war. 
The only land reform program South Vietnam has ever 
had is that of the Viet Cong, which has “ given” land to 
millions, writes Arthur J. Dommen in the Los Angeles 
Times. Its motto has been: “ The movement has given you 
land, give us your son.” 
. If a cease-fire were to be signed between the government 
and the Viet Cong, this motto would undoubtedly become, 
“ The movement has given you land, give us your vote.” 
Having once given the Viet Cong their votes, the peasants 
of South Vietnam would, of course, ultimately find them­ 
selves in the same situation as the peasants of China, who 
were “ given” land by the agrarian reformers of Mao Tse- 
tung. But by then it would be too late to take back their 
votes. 
In the eyes of many Americans, irrespective of their

opinions regarding this country’s past and present involve­ 
ment in South Vietnam. President Nguyen Van Thieu & Co. 
stand as an obstacle to the creation of a truly popular, 
representative government. 
Interestingly enough, however, it is the personal initia­ 
tive of Thieu that has brought the Saigon government close 
to enacting the first meaningful land reform in its history, 
reports Dommen. 
Last November, Thieu began putting the crimp on land­ 
owners by prohibiting local officials and soldiers from 
assisting landlords in enforcing rent levies. In February, 
the prohibition was extended to the landlords themselves. 
A land redistribution bill has been rammed through the 
South Vietnamese National Assembly and now awaits ac­ 
tion in the Senate. Though the assembly trimmed the bill 
to a shadow of the radical program demanded by Thieu, 
the constitution grants the president considerable power to 
“ flesh out” legislation after it has passed both houses. It is 
expected that Thieu will put not only flesh but teeth into it. 
Of even greater interest to Americans, however, is the 
fact that until recently the U.S. embassy had for years 
quietly opposed land reform because the landowners were 
a principal source of political stability in Saigon—“ and 
political stability in Saigon was what counted more than 
anything else,” says Dommen. 
Some American officials still fear that Thieu’s land re­ 
form program will wipe out the rural landed gentry on 
which the Saigon government depends to carry its writ 
into the villages, while at the same time falling short of 
guaranteeing the loyalty of the peasants. 
This makes about as much sense as worrying whether 
a house will stay in one piece when the earth cracks open 
and swallows it up. Such “ stability” in the long run is 
short-sighted in the extreme. 
And we are in the long run right now 


W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Lax in conserving land 


SAN FRANCISCO - The lure of Cal­ 
ifornia is one of the most remarkable 
phenomena of our time. Like a great 
magnet it pulls people — young, old, a 
vanguard of hippies, escapees, opters out 
— from the rest of the country to this 
slope on the Pacific shore. 
The belief was that the state’s growth 
rate had begun to flatten out. On the 
contrary, the latest Census Bureau es­ 
timate showed that the population up­ 
surge was continuing at a rate of 23.7 
per cent annually. Since the last head 
count 3,700,000 people swelled the grand 
total of this record - breaking state. 
Even for the Cham­ 
ber 
of Commerce 
• 
boosters this is al­ 
most too much of a 
good thing. Like the 
frantic movement of 
the lemmings to the 
seashore, with an in­ 
stinctual drive that 
sends them finally to 
their 
destruction, 
there will soon be 
standing room only if 
the present rate of growth continues. 
Nothing could illustrate this better 
than the controversy over the Point Reyes 
National seashore. A beautiful, still 
relatively untouched peninsula about an 
hour from San Francisco, Point Reyes is 
one of the few spots on the coast that 
has not fallen to the developers and the 
sub-dividers. With the parks in the metro­ 
politan bay area hideously overcrowd­ 
ed, Point Reyes is a natural outlet for 
city dwellers in search of quiet and un­ 
spoiled beauty. 
But the sub-dividers are on the door­ 
step and pressing hard. Less than half 
the land for Point Reyes has been 
acquired by the federal government since 
the project was authorized in 1962. With 
each passing year land values have sharp­ 
ly increased. And now the White House 
is saying through the Bureau of the Bud­ 
get that a freeze is imperative through 
1973 to hold down spending and hold infla­ 
tion. 
This is an illustration, too, of the 
dilemma of the Nixon administration not 
alone in the field of recreation and 
conservation but wherever the federal 
government must 
of necessity play a 
leading role. Economy and a balanced 
budget are the prescription for the price 
spiral. Yet price continue to move up­ 
ward, making it more and more diffi- 
cult to take essential action, whether in 
conservation or medical research or in 
any one of a half-dozen fields in which 
the federal government alone has the 
authority and the resources to act. 
Other parks and seashores staked out 
by Congress to save a part of vanish­ 
ing America before it is all paved with 
concrete are also threatened by the dou­ 
ble - squeeze of inflation and economy.* 
Besides Point Reyes, Cape Cod in Massa­ 
chusetts, Assateague Island in Chesa­ 
peake Bay and Padre Island in Texas 
are in a half-completed state, threatened 
by the land speculators who stand to gain 
from federal delay. 
The Nixon administration has been 
generous with 
rhetoric. Secretary of 
interior Walter Hickel, in a speech to 
the National Park and Recreation Associ­ 
ation in Chicago, proposed a $6.3 bil­ 
lion development 
program for urban 
parks The secretary noted that while 75 
per cent of the population is concentra­ 
ted in urban areas, city dwellers have 
reasonable access to only 25 per cent 
of available recreation facilities and 3 
per cent of public recreation lands. 
“ The solution is clear,’’ said Hickel 
with a fine rhetorical flourish, “ an 
equitable distribution of outdoor recrea­ 
tion resources and opportunities.” 
Point Reyes precisely fits this des­ 
cription. But Hickel in the same speech 
included an escape hatch that negated 
much of the fine rhetoric. “ Present 
fiscal restraints” would very likely make 
it impossible to ask Congress for any 
funds to make the grandolse dream a 
reality. The Hickel speech coincided with 
a letter from Budget Director Robert 
Mayo to House Interior ChairmanWayne 
Aspinall warning that under “ present 
constraints” land purchase for parks 
and recreation areas would not be com­ 
pleted until mid-1973. That was the 
large economy answer to Hickel's pie in 
the sky. 
When President Nixon met former 
President Johnson in the Redwood Forest 
last summer the same generous rain of 
rhetoric fell on the touching scene. The 


redwoods — some of the redwoods — had 
been saved from the exploiters. It has 
been a furious battle with the con­ 
servationists in and out of Congress re­ 
pelling one assault after another. So, 
thanks to federal - state action finally 
carried through, generations to come will 
see a part of this magnificent heritage 
out of the past. 
The conservationists are going into 
battle over Point Reyes, and nowhere 
is the breed more aggressive and de­ 
termined than in California. Aspinall is 


moving to get added funds out of Con­ 
gress. So, that untouched shore may still 
be saved. 
But the economizers have the final 
say. Congress can propose but the Bur­ 
eau of the Budget disposes by freez­ 
ing extra money that may be voted. As 
the people push accelerates, the standing- 
room-only sign covers more and more of 
a once-free land.

The Angela Davis case at UCLA makes 
us sick, sick, sick!

We believe that one of the most poig­ 
nant comments we have read concerning 
this mess was a letter to the editor 
appearing this week in our paper. It 
was from the mother who commented that 
if and when her boy is drafted to fight 
communists, 
authorities will have to 
step on her and lock her up before she 
would allow such a thing to happen as 
long as we Americans allow communists 
to teach in our schools of higher learn­ 
ing. We think she is right. 
The decision by Judge Pacht in favor 
of the personal freedoms of Miss Davis 
did not, in our opinion, take into con­ 
sideration the personal 
freedom of all 
of us. 
As one person commented: if Judge 
Pacht is so considerate of such personal 
freedoms, he better consider my per­ 


sonal 
freedom when I refuse to pay 
taxes for the support of schools of high­ 
er learning if communists are going 
to be allowed to teach, 
or facists or 
Mafia. 
This person had a good point 
too because he had no children. 
In an editorial 
yesterday in the Los 
Angeles Times, two points were brought 
out in defining the issue that bear read­ 
ing. Quoting the Times: 
“ One was the fate that recently befell 
Dorothy Healey, Miss Davis’ 
fellow 
communist, who was dumped from her 
job as Southern California party chair­ 
man because she deviated from the 
party line and condemned the Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. What hap­ 
pened to Mrs. Healey is another conse­ 
quent illustration of the discipline de­ 
manded by the party from its disciples, 
and of the party’s position on free 
speech and independent thought.

The Lompoc City Council teetered on 
the brink of committing the same error 
that almost every group or department in 
the same situation makes. 
There 
was considerable discussion 
about working slow­ 
ly up to four-way stop 
signs for the inter­ 
section of O Street 
and Cypress Avenue 
adjacent 
to 
Ryon 
Memorial Park, by 
first using pedestri­ 
an crossing signs, 
conducting t r a f f i c 
studies, and so forth, 
all 
to 
determine 
whether or not stop 
signs are a necessity. 
The fact that small children are re- 
quent users of the intersection and that 
their safety is of the utmost import­ 
ance appeared to be the deciding factor 
as the council finally voted to install 
the stop signs immediately—then have 
the traffic control study and consider 
stepping down in the traffic restriction 
if it appears feasible. 
“ Let’s not decide to close the barn 
door AFTER the horse gets out,” Coun­ 
cilman Art Scott said when he made the 
motion to install the stop signs immedi­ 
ately. 
It always appears to me as if traffic 
flow, rather than safety have been the 
concern of departments and other groups 
faced with similar decisions. 


It always appears as if they are 
waiting to see if the horse is going to 
get out. I can recall several grusome 
incidents in other Southern California 
communities wherein the barn door was 
closed a little to late. 
Eight college students on their way to 


school one morning — eight, mind you - 
were killed in an accident at a danger- 
ous intersection a small town had tried 
for years to get corrected. It was cor- 
rected a short time later. 
Many years later, when a freeway was 
constructed to bypass the corrected in­ 
tersection, a left lane exit ramp that made 
an unusually tight curve at the top of an 
overpass was put in just a few miles 
from the previously mentioned intersec. 
tion. 
I he dangers of the flat curve from the 
fast i»ne were pointed out to the pow­ 
ers that be, but before it was decided 
to close the barn door there were four 
accidents on four successive weekends, 
including two in which cars went through 
the metal guard rail, plunging to the 
pavement of the opposite lanes 15 to 20 
feet below, killing one or two persons. 
At the present time, in another Southl 
ern California town, there are several 
businessmen campaigning to have signal 
lights placed at a middle-of-the-block 
cross walk on a state highway. 
It is a well used cross walk and there 
has been one pedestrian, a woman, in­ 
jured, as well as several near misses a 
day. The state division of highways has 
so far refused to install any type of 
pedestrian safety device on the grounds 
that traffic flow does not warrant it and 
that the state put the cross walk there 
at the request of the city although the 
state did not want it. 
More than likely those businessmen 
will win their case when the barn door 
has been left open long enough to get 
someone killed in that crosswalk. 
Not that some drivers, always in a 
hurry, will be affected by a stop sign, 
but at least the city council has done 
all it can do by closing the barn door 
NOW.
